The Chinese authorities have warned 
civilians to get out of Hankow.

Suppose There Were No Banks 


Businessmen and boards of trade in a 
dozen Alberta towns are alarmed at thi 
possibility that the banks may close their 
local branches and leave these commun- 
ities to get along without banking services 
Their alarm can be understood by any one 
who takes the trouble to think about the 
functions banks perform in the carrying 
on of everybody's business. But these func- 
tions are 80 common, and so taken for 


| @Vanted, they do not become apparent 
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until there is a threat that they may cease. 
Then they become plain enough. 

Banks are not philanthropic enter- 
prises; they are money-making commer- 
cial institutions. But it can be said for 
them no other commercial institutions, 
newspapers excepted, give so much free 
service to the people of their community. 

The banks take care of the money of 
depositors, making no charge for doing it, 
| and even paying interest if the money is 
| placed in the savings’ accounts. They thus 

make it unnecessary to carry large sums 
in the pocket or keep them hidden in the 
house or shop. They simplify the paying 
of bills. They transfer money from one 
point to another at a trifling cost to the 
sender. If a loan is required they supply 
the money, at a rate of interest no higher 
than a private lender would demand. If 
one does not borrow money from them, he 
contributes nothing to pay their running 
expenses or dividends on their invested 
capital. 

The people of the United States became 
suddenly aware of these things when their 
banks closed in the spring of 1934. Resid- 
ents of Alberta communities now facing 
the possible closing of the local banks 
know how they felt, and can envision the 
inconveniences to which they were sub- 
jected. A town without banks would be 
one where business could not be carried 
on in the way we are used to, nor in any 
way resembling this. It would be a town 
where everyone, from farmers and busi- 
nessmen to wage-earners, must carry on 
under a serious and costly handicap.

The Price of Gold 

While people are concerning themselves wi.h 
the question of a possible increase in the price 
of gold, the price has been rising, mildly, reach- 
ing $35.40 an ounce, our money, this week 

Some little time ago we said that if busi- 
ness improved gold would probably remain 
unchanged, and conversely if things did not im- 
prove gold would go up. 

Things have not got better yet, and national 
fiscal problems have darkened under the threat 
of war and under the very real financial burden 
of war preparation. 

Because Americans are so close to us and 
their problems fill our press, our radio and our 
thoughts, attention has been given to the pos- 
sibility of Mr. Roosevelt raising the price of 
gold as a political and a business measure. 
There has been a tendency to overlook what 
has been going on overseas, and to give but 
passing notice to the meaning and measure of 
the business depression in Great Britain, to the 
extent of rearmament to that country’s amass- 
ing of growing gold supplies, and to the slow 
lessening of sterling price in terms of the 
American dollar, The decline in sterling auto- 
matically has brought a rise in the London 
figure for gold.—Northern Miner, 


Winter Wheat in the United 
States 


Prospects for an abundant winter wheat har- 
vest in the United States have very much im- 
proved during the past month, writes Mr. W. D. 
Wallace, office of the Canadian Trade Commis- 
sioner in New York, in the current issue of the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal. A near record 
acreage of 57,316,000 acres of winter wheat were 
sown in the fall of 1937. a decline of less than 
1 per cent from the 57,612,000 acres planted 
in 1936 and an increase of 25.2 per cent over 
the ten year (1927-36) average of 45,644,000 
acres. The acreage of winter wheat for harvest 
is estimated at 50,677,000 acres, the largest on 
record, as against 46,946,000 acres in 1937 and 
the 1927-36 average of 37,281,000 acres 

The probable yield for 1938 is estimated at 
14.9 bushels per harvested acre as compared 
with 14.6 bushels for 1937 and 14.5 bushels for 
the ten-year average.

Much foolish advice is given to the sufferer 
from hay fever, but it is my opinion that the 
patient does not need to go on accepting it, as re- 
covery is quite easy to bring about and depends 
almost altogether upon using the right kind of 
diet. 

The person with a tendency to this disorder 
will get the best results by first cleansing the 
blood stream with a short fast of a few days, 
during which time he omits his usual food. 

The plain water fast is often advisable and 
the patient is told to drink an abundance of 
water, using the Gistilled variety when it is ob- 
tainable. It is important to take at least one 
plain warm water enema each day while fast- 
ing. 

The congestion in the mucous membrane of 
the nose will be partially relieved if the patient 
stimulates the skin elimination by using two 
sponge or shower baths daily, following the baths 
With a vigorous rub-down with a rough towel.

It is surprising how quickly hay fever will 
disappear during this regimen but the patient 
must persevere if the disorder is chronic, as the 
membrane has learned through the years to act 
as an eliminative organ. 

I have received many letters from readers 
telling me of recovering from hay fever by us- 
ing these methods and the excellent results 
secured have followed in many cases in spite of 
the fact that the patients had had hay fever for 
years. This is one disease in which the average 
patient may expect a noticeable improvement if 
he will carry out directions as they are given, 
being careful not to add any foods to the diet, 
even though he may think such foods belong 
there, 

The change back to normal is sometimes slow 
and can not be hastened by any treatment ex- 
cept the local application of the ultra violet ray 
inside the nose. This treatment may hurry re- 
covery by bringing about a healthier condition 
of the nasal membrane. 

The diet after the initial water fast must be 
entirely free from starches and sugars and it may 
be necessary to omit these foods for some time. 
It is especially desirable to avoid any foods con- 
taining white flour or white sugar while the cure 
is being attempted. In most cases it is a good 
plan to avoid milk for a time, however a moder- 
ate amount of butter may be used in seasoning 
the vegetables. Those desiring further general 
suggestions about the diet will receive them by 
writing to me, enclosing a large, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope and asking for the 2 articles 
on HAY FEVER. 

Even though perhaps you have been told that 
your hay fever is the result of allergy, try the 
diet. It will do no harm and it may bring about 
a successful result. In this regard I was inter- 
ested in a talk given by Dr. Francis M. Pottenger, 
Jr., which was reported in the newspaper, in 
which he observed: “I am convinced that... 
it is better to remedy any vitamin deficiency by 
natural methods than to fool around with allergy 
tests.” In his opinion, the allergies or the ab- 
normal sensitiveness of human beings to certain 
substances and foods, result from vitamin defici- 
ency. 

Of course, the diet which I recommend would 
tend to correct any vitamin lack and it may be 
that the patient recovers through receiving the 
vitamins. However, it is my opinion that re- 
covery is the result primarily of cleansing the 
blood stream, and secondarily results from sup- 
plying vitamins. 

Questions and Answers 

QUESTION: Mrs. E. C. Van B. writes: “Will 
you kindly give me your opinion regarding the 
consumption of one glass of water to every fif- 
teen pounds of body weight. This is claimed by 
some authorities to be the correct amount, while 
others consider it harmful.” 

ANSWER: I do not believe that it is advis- 
able to set a definite standard of the amount of 
water to be taken according to body weight, as 
the amount of water required varies a great deal 
with individuals, the amount of water in ordin- 
ary foodstuffs, and the amount of exercise taken, 

QUESTION: J. O. asks: “Don’t you think a 
person can get in good health in any climate 
whether he is by the seashore or in the moun- 
tains, as long as he pays strict attention to diet 
and exercise?” 

ANSWER: I strongly believe that one can 
live so that the climate does not adversely af- 
fect his health. You must understand your food 
requirements wherever you live and balance 
your diet accordingly.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
It may be true, sometimes, that 

Spectators see the best of the game, 
| but it also happens, at times, that 
the details of an event can be bet- 
| ter told by @ participant. That 

Was the case concerning the lands 

ing of British troops near Louis- 
| bourg on June 8, 1758, 180 years 

ago. One of the most succinct re- 
cords of that expedition was write 
| ten by William Amherst, brother 
| of the great Jeffery. After telling 
| how operations had been delayed 
| for some days by heavy fog and 
rolling seas, he thus narrated the 
manner in which Wolfe and his 
}men landed on Gabarus bay and 
| were thus able to begin the real 
| @ttack upon the great fortress: 

“At daybreak the ships began 
| their firing. Under cover of this 
the boats moved briskly in to the 
shore, where the surf was greater 
than was expected, so much that 

a place could hardly be found to 
| put a boat on shore; an attempt 
| was made and succeeded surpris- 
| ingly. The Grenadiers (with Wolfe 

in command) landed first, to be 
followed by the Light Infantry, Ire 
| regulars and Highlanders; and this 
| was done eta place which appeared 
almost inaccessible, from the viol- 
| ence of the surf. under a very brisk 

fire of cannon and small arms from 
entrenchments all around the cove, 
| The Light Infantry were very 
jalert, flanked the entrenchments 
| and forced the enemy to retire. We 
| seized their batteries, took and 
| drove some skulkers out of the 
woods and pursued the main body, 
| who ran hard for it towards the 
| town. The men behaved with a 
| great deal of spirit in the affair 
| and showed a remarkable instance 
of coolness in keeping their fire, 
not a shot being fired from the 
| boats, nor till it could do execution 
} on shore, 

“The centre division followed 
and landed immediately after the 
first at the cove and then the divi- 
| Sion upon the right landed at the 
| Same place. By this time the sec- 
ond embarkation were ready to 
j land, The troops were all marched 
in by noon and that night we lay 
upon our arms.
